"Silver  Anniversaries  are 
noteworthy  occasions,  wheth- 
er it  be  25  years  of  marri- 
age, 25  years  in  the  work- 
place, or  as  in  this  case, 
25  years  of  loosely  knit 
comradarie  in  our  numismatic 
hobby.  For  those  who  were 
part  of  the  founding  years 
of  NOW,  time  has  replaced 
the  youthful  enthusiasm  with 
pleasurable  memories,  pri- 
marily of  PEOPLE  who  have 
made  NOW  a pleasing  hobby 
experience.  NOW  will  today 
recognize  six  of  these  im- 
portant people." 

RICHARD  YEOMAN 
"In  the  beginning,  there  was 
Yeoman"  could  well  be  the 
heading  for  a numismatic 
publication  history  of  Dick 
Yeomans  role  in  the  national 
coin  collecting  hobby.  When 
the  Redbook  appeared  in  1946 
there  was  little  in  print  on 
coin  collecting  that  could 
be  used  by  either  the  novice 
or  the  advanced  collector. 
According  to  pre  1940  coll- 
ectors, the  main  thrust  was 
in  large  cents,  with  many 
other  coins  only  accumulated 
or  collected  by  date,  irre- 
spective of  mint  mark.  In 
1960,  when  NOW  was  being 
formed,  Dick  Yeoman  was  the- 
re. His  positive  influence, 
and  stature,  provided  a peer 
presence  that  gave  instant 
recognition  to  our  fledgling 
NOW  organization.  Dick  Yeo- 
man was  indeed  a part  of  the 
roots  of  NOW. 


A.P.  "DEL"  BERTSCHY 
Del  Bertschy  was  just  a kid 
of  70  years  of  age  when  he 
first  served  the  NOW  Board 
of  Governors  in  the  year 

1966.  All  tolled,  he  served 
14  years  as  an  active  gov- 
ernor, and  two  years  as  Vice 
President  for  Monte  Sherwin. 
The  outspoken  Del  has  been  a 
strong  fiscal  guardian  of 
the  NOW  treasury,  and  in  his 
own  words,  (quote),  "The  Mi- 
lwaukee Club  was  always  the- 
re to  bail  NOW  out  when  they 
were  in  trouble."  It's  true, 
Del  Bertschy  and  his  Milwau- 
kee gang  always  were  avail- 
able when  for  some  reason  or 
another  a NOW  host  club  can- 
celled out  or  asked  for  an 
extra  year  to  plan  a NOW 
show.  Del  Bertschy,  a good 
hard  nosed  activist  who  has 
strongly  contributed  to 
NOW's  successful  first  25 
years . 

GORDON  GILL 

Gordon  Gill  was  on  the  first 
NOW  Board  of  Governors  in 
1960,  and  has  served  21  of 
the  first  25  years  of  NOW  as 
an  officer,  as  President, 
Vice  President  and  board 
member.  As  the  3rd  Vice  Pre- 
sident of  NOW  in  1964  he 
provided  inovations  on  ex- 
panding membership,  local 
club/NOW  relations,  and  gui- 
ded an  early  Young  Numisma- 
tists program.  Gordon,  like 
Virgil  Jackson  and  Dick  Yeo- 
man, provided  quiet  peer 
leadership,  steadying  the 
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often  impulsive  and  less  ex- 
perienced NOW  board  members. 

As  a frequent  story  contrib- 
utor to  NOW  News,  his  will- 
ingness to  set  up  informa- 
tive non-competitive  dis- 
plays, and  to  share  his 
knowledge  and  expertise  with 
all  in  the  hobby,  Gordon 
Gill  exemplifies  the  ideal 
bridge  between  the  numisma- 
tic past  and  present. 

VIRGIL  JACKSON 

Virgil  Jackson  has  been  a 
strong  stone  in  the  found- 
ation of  NOW.  Starting  in 
1966,  Virgil  served  14  full 
years  as  a governor  of  NOW, 
and  in  the  1960's  and  earty 
1970's  made  the  NOW  conven- 
tions a national  showcase  of 
exhibiting  excellence  with 
his  exceptional  award  winn- 
ing displays.  When  Virgil 
traveled  to  the  Southwest 
each  winter,  he  gathered  in- 
formation on  club  newslett- 
ers and  publications,  on  ex- 
hibit judging,  and  new  ideas 
for  club  programs.  This  in- 
formational feedback  went  to 
our  NOW  members  thru  NOW 
News.  Sound  foundations  are 
the  basis  of  25th  annivers- 
ary celebrations .. .Virgil  is 
a foundation  stone  of  NOW. 


GALE  HIGHSMITH 

Gale  Highsmith  is  more  than 
just  a long  time  collector/ 
exhibitor  and  numismatic  ac- 
tivist, Gale's  humor  and  wit 
have  made  him  a NOW  fixture 
and  legend.  Gale  came  onto 
the  NOW  board  in  1970,  when 
a lot  of  the  shine  had  worn 
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off  the  newly  formed  NOW  of 
1960.  He  served  6 important 
years  as  a governor  in  the 
time  when  the  strength  of 
the  big  Milwaukee  Numismatic 
Society  was  very  badly  need- 
ed. In  1976  he  became  Vice 
President  during  turbulent 
hobby  times,  and  provided 
important  leadership  and  a 
stabilizing  influence.  His 
1970's  contributions  in  cre- 
ating the  NOW  exhibit  grad- 
ing system,  and  farsighted 
attempts  to  establish  auth- 
entication services  within 
NOW,  show  Gale  Highsmith  to 
be  a numismatic  man  before 
his  time.

CHET  KRAUSE 

In  his  historical  recollect- 
ions of  the  early  days  of 
NOW,  published  in  the  1963 
NOW  News,  Chet  Krause  tells 
us  he  was  swept  along  by  the 
tide  of  suggestions  and  que- 
ries to  form  a state  organi- 
zation, and  only  served  as  a 
catalist  to  the  needs  of  a 
group  of  fellow  collectors. 
In  a 25  year  NOW  retrospect, 
it  is  apparent  that  Chet  was 
more  than  that,  much  more. 
Chet  has  had  an  interest  and 
involvement  in  NOW  for  the 
full  25  years.  Many  close  to 
NOW  for  these  25  years  feel 
that  without  Chet's  guidence, 
involvement,  and  direct  and 
indirect  support,  there  wou- 
ld be  no  NOW.

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The  Fox  Valley  Coin  Club  has  a 
regional  character  that  is  unusual  in 
Wisconsin  numismatics.  The  club 
now  meets  in  Appleton,  but  mem- 
bers live  as  far  away  as  Green  Bay  to 
the  north  and  Oshkosh  to  the  south. 

Early  in  1956  the  idea  of  estab- 
lishing a local  coin  club  became 
apparent  to  collectors  in  the  Fox 
Valley  region.  In  June  of  1956,  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Twin  City  Coin 
Club  was  held  in  Menasha  with  10 
members  present.  Among  the  early 
members  were  George  Raisler,  Jim 
Beyer,  Kurt  Gert,  Emmett  Decker, 
Clarence  Kositske  and  Fred  Voecks. 

Meetings  were  held  in  members’ 
homes  until  the  group  began  to 
expand.
